Dear Matt,

If Lil doesn't have the final copy on this done before I leave,* 
she* 11 mail it to me, c/o you, anu we can, either way, go over it together. I 
plan to have the complete me, in case you’d care to reed it. I think there ere 
parts you should, that from them you raey see whether there is a fit between th#se 
tepee and some of the material 1 have never discussed with ycu. I em convinced of 
the possibility and regard the probability as quite high. 

I anticipate no warm welcsnes in New Orleens, but I do look forward 
to egein seeing your bright and shining faces. There has been silence from where 
I’ve expected silence and silance from where I’ve expected responses. Those Cubans 
who -j re not pleased with me have shown themeelves more clearly with their Cubans 
for Nixon-Agnew group*, the leader of which is s long-time associate of Batista. 
Bringuier, who is moat active in it, will have to try snd serve me if be knows I 
em there, and this csn lead to problems snd the need for money I do not have. I 
presume you have made all the recommendations you csn, but thinksp perhaps talking 
to Helseth, to see if, in an emergency, there is e lawyer who will represent me 
without the expectation ofagetti% paid. My debts ere of such a magnitude, I just 
cennot promise to pay.
